Simpson  tells  students 
revelations  continuing 


John  Houseman 

of  the  International  Theater  Institute  of 
the  United  States  and  a member  of  the 
Ford  Foundation’s  panel  for  New 
Television  Programming. 

As  president  of  the  National  Theater 
Conference,  he  will  speak  at  the  regional 
Rocky  Mountain  Theater  Conference 
which  is  being  hosted  by  BYU  November 
5-7. 

Houseman’s  background  in  the  world  of 
the  theater  covers  not  only  the  legitimate 
stage,  but  films,  television,  radio  and  opera. 

He  has  written  for  theater,  contributed 
numerous  articles  to  various  national 
publications,  and  conducted  a weekly 
column  on  entertainment. 


King  Solomon  once  said,  “Where  there  is 
no  vision,  people  perish.” 

This  was  the  theme  Bishop  Robert  L. 
Simpson  of  the  Presiding  Bishopric  of  The 
Church  used  to  remind  students  at 
yesterday’s  Devotional  assembly  that 
“revelation  has  not  stopped;  it  is  going  on 
every  day.” 

“I  have  seen  prophecies  fulfilled  and 
great  things  come  to  pass.  I have  seen  this 
Church  going  forward  because  there  is 
vision  here,”  he  added. 

Bishop  Simpson  outlined  twelve  new 
programs  that  have  been  developed  in  the 
past  year  “as  The  Church  moves  forward  to 
serve  the  world.” 

The  programs,  he  briefly  explained, 
include  the  teacher  development  program, 
the  achievement  program  for  youth,  the 
bishop  training  program,  the  unification  of 
the  Aaronic  Priesthood  and  Boy  Scouts, 
the  Laurel  leadership  conferences,  the 
Bishop’s  Youth  Committee,  the  magazine 
program,  the  new  MIA  program,  the  social 
service  department,  the  effective  stake 
missionary  work,  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  and  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
Services. 


He  cited  several  incidents  as  results  of 
these  programs. 

Bishop  Simpson  told  of  a group  of  young 
people  in  Logan  who  wanted  to  do 
something  unique  for  their  welfare 
contribution.  ‘They  wanted  to  visit  all  the 
member  ‘shut-ins,’  prepare  a meal,  and 
entertain  them  afterwards.  It  was  their 
blessing  to  these  people.” 

Another  story  concerned  the  young 
people  who  wanted  to  raise  money  for  a 
black  congregation.  “Their  goal  was 
$15,000;  they  raised  $40,000  through 
various  projects  such  as  the  sale  of  skunks 
for  pets.” 

“The  young  people  want  to  be  involved 
in  doing  something  for  someone  else;  this 
has  been  inspired  by  the  prophet  guiding  us 
today,”  Bishop  Simpson  continued. 

He  said  that  revelation  is  received  on  a 
daily  basis  as  prophets,  seers,  and  revelators 
“keep  in  tune  with  their  Heavenly  Father.” 

“The  heavens  are  open  as  they  never 
have  been  before  and  when  people  hear  the 
truth  that  comes  through  prophets,  from 
heaven,  they  listen  and  believe  it,”  he 
concluded.

An  American  student  would  not  have 
this  difficulty.  Dr.  DeHoyos  said,  because 
he  would  realize  that  U.S.  idea  that  manual 
labor  is  often  “a  transitional  role”  and  can 
have  status,  a concept  the  Latin  American 
cannot  always  grasp. 

The  Latin  American  sometimes  has 
difficulty  realizing  that  the  past  effects  the 
future,  Dr.  DeHoyos  indicated.  Another 


student  he  knew  “burned  all  his  bridges 
behind  him  and  jumped  from  job  to  job,” 
he  remembered. 

When  he  needed  a letter  of 
recommendation,  he  found  that  “doors 
were  closed,”  because  he  could  not  realize 
“that  society  rolls  and  moves  on  wheels  of 
letters  of  recommendation  and  past 
performance,”  said  Dr.  DeHoyos. 

The  same  boy  demonstrated  the 
problems  found  in  male-female 
relationships.

Other  faiths  active  on  campus

Religious  activities  for  members  of  the  LDS 
Church  at  BYU  are  well  organized,  as  might  be 
expected  since  the  school  is  owned  by  The  Church. 

Not  all  BYU  students,  however,  are  LDS.  And 
many  of  these  students,  too,  have  organized 
college-oriented  religious  activities. 

Perhaps  the  most  active  group  is  the  Baptist 
Student  Union  (BSU),  roughly  comparable  to  the 
Latter-day  Saint  Student  organization  found  on 
other  college  campuses.  Members  of  the  BSU  meet 
every  two  weeks  for  activities  in  involvement,  gospel 
training  and  personal  awareness  as  well  as  religious 
discussions  and  social  activities.  According  to  a local 
Baptist  Church  official,  about  35  students  attend 
religious  and  BSU  activities. 

Sunday  or  Sabbath  activities  and  in  many  cases 
mid-week  worship  services  are  held  in  churches  of 
all  demoninations  in  the  Provo  area.  Churches 
included  in  this  group  are  the  Assembly  of  God, 
Southern  Baptist,  Catholic,  Christian  Science, 
Church  of  Christ,  Congregational,  Episcopal, 


Evangelical  Free  Church,  Jehovah’s  Witness, 
Lutheran,  United  Methodist,  Nazarene  Church, 
Presbyterian,  Reorganized  LDS,  Seventh-day 
Adventist  and  Unitarian  Universalist. 

A variety  of  activities  is  sponsored  by  one  or  more 
of  the  local  churches.  One  congregation  sponsors  a 
supper  for  students  on  the  evening  of  the  first 
Sunday  of  each  month.  In  the  planning  stages  by 
other  church  groups  are  the  opening  of  church 
buildings  for  use  as  student  study  halls,  record 
listening  rooms,  etc.  And  one  group  is  planning  a 
Monday  evening  social-educational  activity. 

In  order  to  attend  some  church  services,  non-LDS 
students  have  to  travel  as  far  away  as  Eureka,  Utah. 
Some  non-LDS  students  may  not  be  aware  of  the 
religious  activities  available  to  them.  Perhaps  the 
best  starting  place  to  look  for  information  is  the 
yellow  pages  of  the  telephone  book. 

There  are  some  non-LDS  BYU  students  who  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  fact  that  they  are  at  an  LDS 
school  by  attending  LDS  Church  services.  Most 
members  of  The  Church  probably  feel  this  is 
commendable  and  even  hope  these  students  like 
what  they  see  so  much  that  they  will  eventually  join 
The  Church. 


about  the  bomb  that  exploded  at 
Harvard  University  and  other  such  acts

America  today.  His  commission’s 
report  to  President  Nixon  and 
Congress  is  concerned  with  the 
“gap  between  the  outside  world 
and  the  school.”  The  symposium 
will  be  devoted  to  narrowing  this 
gap  by  exposing  the  educational 
possibilities  of  communications 
media. 

The  morning  schedule  will 
feature  over  35  sessions  of 
instruction  to  demonstrate  the 
importance  of  individualized 
education,  including 
demonstrations  on  instructional 
objectives,  cybernetic 
instructional  systems,  effective 
use  of  photography  and  pictures, 
and  instructional  television  and 
programmed  home  study. 

In  the  afternoon  session,  Dr. 
McMurrin  will  discuss  his 
commission’s  report  with  a panel 
of  educators.  The  commission’s 
report  stresses:  “A  society 
hurtling  into  the  age  of  the 
computer  and  the  satellite  that 
can  no  longer  be  held  back  by  an 
educational  system  which  is 
limping  along  at  the 
blackboard-and-textbook  stage  of 
communication.”

The  Dee  Sandgren  Insurance 
agency  has  also  made  trip 
insurance  available  at  $.35  a day 
through  their  Provo  office. 

Student  Health  Insurance  is 
available  at  the  Health  Center  at 
semester  rates  of  $ 1 2.50.

One  of  the  world’s  most 
unusual  solo  artists  will  perform 
at  BYU  tonight.  Canadian  George 
Zukerman  has  won  international 
fame  in  the  music  world  on  the 
bassoon.  He  will  be  heard  as  part 
of  the  BYU  Lyceum-Community 
Concert  Series  in  the  Madsen 
Recital  Hall  at  8:15  p.m. 
Accompanying  Mr.  Zukerman  will 
be  world  renowned  concert 
pianist  and  BYU  faculty  member 
Dr.  Reid  Nibley. 

Traditionally  characterized  as 
the  “clown  of  the  orchestra,”  the 
bassoon  has  a unique  sound  which 
is  seldom  heard  in  recital.  George 
Zukerman  is  one  of  the  few 
Instrumentalists  to  make  this  an 
exception,  and  his  stature  as  a 
concert  and  recording  artist 
verifies  his  success.

UNITED  NATIONS  (UPI)  - 
Eighteen  nations  Tuesday 
formally  circulated  a draft 
resolution  calling  for  admission  of 
Peking  to  the  United  Nations  and 
simultaneous  expulsion  of 
Nationalist  China  from  the  world 
organization.
